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Remember, like most other motorized recreational activities, snowmobiling can be a high risk sport if you do not ride safely 
and responsibly. The legal provincial speed limits for snowmobiles are: 50 km/hr on trails; 20 km/hr on highways with 
automobile speed limits of 50 km/hr or less; and 50 km/hr on highways with automobile speed limits of more than 50 km/hr.

SM Li MOBILE TRAILS IN ONTARIO - AN OVERVIEW 


Ontario has 46,000 km (28,520 miles) of ‘prescribed’ snowmobile trails 
groomed and maintained by local snowmobile clubs who belong to the 
Ontario Federation of Snowmobile Clubs (OFSC). These trails are 
marked with signs indicating ‘OFSC Prescribed Trail’, and each recre- 
ational snowmobile using them requires a valid Snowmobile Trail Permit 
(see Regulations for specific exemptions). 

The OFSC trail system includes both Trans Ontario Provincial (TOP) 
Trails and regional trails. TOP Trails are 18,000 km (11,160 miles) of 
primary tourism routes, running from Manitoba in the west to Quebec 
in the east with links to many snow belt communities, major border 
crossings, tourism regions and regional trail systems. In addition, 
28,000 km (17,360 miles) of groomed OFSC regional trails feed into 
the TOP Trail system, providing local links to a host of other 
communities, services and amenities, events and attractions. 

Navigating the OFSC TOP Trail system is easy. There are three types 

of TOP Trails: Trunk, Feeder and Connector. Here’s how the system 


works: 


TRUNK TRAILS 


These main routes for provincial touring are designated by a 


single letter of the alphabet (e.g. “A”) and are colour-coded RED on 


trail maps and signs. 


FEEDER TRAILS 
Feeding traffic onto Trunk Trails, these routes are designated by a 


letter and a 3-digit number (e.g. C112). The letter indicates the Trunk 


Trail to which the trail leads. Feeder Trails are colour-coded purple on 
trail maps and signs.

It is important 
to remember that snowmobiling occurs in an off-road riding environ- 
ment that encompasses an infinite variety of unpredictable terrain and 
unforeseeable natural phenomena. Thus, riding on OFSC snowmobile 
trails should not be viewed as similar in any way to travel on public 
roads, where legal requirements, enforcement, regular maintenance, 
resources, and engineering combine to ensure high standards and pre- 
dictable conditions. Anything can happen during an off-road experience 
such as snowmobiling, so snowmobilers must take responsibility for 
their own riding safety and decisions. Snowmobilers should obey all 
provincial laws, ride defensively, exercise sound personal judgment and 
make individual smart choices at all times. In the constantly changing

¢ Both driver and passenger need to wear a helmet 
when riding a snowmobile. 

¢ To ride on Ontario Federation of Snowmobile 
Clubs prescribed Sronaeatalsills trails, be sure your 
valid Snowmobile Trail 
permit is affixed to your 
windshield. You can buy 
a permit from any local 
snowmobile dealer or at 
various snowmobile 


clubs. When you buy a 


Snowmobile Trail Permit 
a portion of the purchase price goes toward local 
maintenance and/or upgrading of existing trails and 


the development of new trails. See the ad on the 


outside back cover or call (705) 739-7669 for a 
location convenient to you. 

* 2002/2003 Snowmobile Trail Permit fees (in 
Canadian funds including GST): 
Full Season permit price $170 (if purchased on or 
before December 1, 2002 is $140). 
Seven-day Permit (seven consecutive days) $100 
(may be purchased on the trail from OFSC Trail 
Wardens where available). One-day Permit is $35. 

* Do not drink and ride. 

¢ Stay on marked OFSC trails. 

* Obey posted speed limits. 

* Please keep rowdy behaviour off the trails. 


¢ OFSC trails are for snowmobiling in the wintertime 


only; please stay off the trails during all other seasons. 


* Be polite and respectful of landowners. 

* Close gates after you pass through. 

* Report any property damage. 

¢ Leave tracks, not trash. 

* Take care not to damage small shrubs and saplings 
along the trails. 

* Be mindful of the domestic animals and wildlife. 

* Be sensible about riding at night close to homes. 

* Leave private property when requested. 

¢ If youd like to camp, set a fire or have a cookout 


along the trail, you'll need to get permission before- 


hand. 


* Use the bathrooms provided by clubs and local pit stops. 


* Help keep noise pollution to a minimum — don’t 
alter stock exhaust pipes. 


¢ For everyone's safety, obey the posted speed limits. 


BE WISE ON WATERWAYS NEAR HYDROELECTRIC 
STATIONS AND DAMS 

Remember that hydroelectric plants operate year- 
round and that their operation affects waterflows and 


ice conditions. Ice that forms several kilometres away 


from a dam or generating station can be thin and 

inconsistent because of the moving water beneath it. 

* Avoid snowmobiling, cross-country skiing or ice 
fishing on rivers or lakes near dams and generating 
stations. 

* Dont risk walking onto a river or lake where the ice 
may be thin due to the current or where changing 


water levels have pushed water on top of the ice.

SNOWCOUNTRY ONTARIO 101 


GETTING HERE 
To cross the U.S./ Canada border as quickly and 
smoothly as possible, please have a valid passport 
and proof of citizenship, preferably with a current 
photo, ready to present when asked. You'll also need 
to present your proof of ownership and registration 
papers — exactly as you would do with your motor 
vehicle. 
¢ Major border crossings: Cornwall, Niagara Falls, 
Queenston, Windsor, Sarnia, Sault Ste. Marie, 
Fort Frances and Rainy River. 
¢ Remote Area Border Crossing: A pre-approved 
Remote Area Border Crossing (RABC) permit 
allows you to cross into Canada 24 hours-a-day, 
7 days-a- 
week with- 
out report- 
ing to an 
official 
port of 
entry or 
customs 
office — as 
long as all 
imported 
goods are 
declared. 
This 


permit is 


available for travel in two areas: Pigeon River 
through to and including Lake of the Woods, and 
the Canadian shore of Lake Superior from Pigeon 
River to Terrace Bay. If you wish to pick up a 
RABC permit, you need to be a Canadian citizen 
or U.S. citizen residing within 100 km (62 mi.) of 
the border, in good health, a law-abiding citizen 
and have sufficient funds for the purpose of your 
visit in Ontario. Remember, you also need to 


declare all goods you are importing. Once you get 
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your RABC permit, youre free to snowmobile 
along the approved trails of the Northwestern 
Ontario Snowmobile Trail Association. The RABC 
permit costs $30 (Cdn) per person or family, and 
is valid for one year. 
You wont need a 
permit if you plan 
to report directly to 
a Canada Customs 
Office. Processing 
your application 
may take up to 
four weeks, so we 


recommend that 


you apply well in 
advance of your trip. You may apply in person at 
any Canadian port of entry, or mail your request
